ACT 31 OF 1976 
THE SUPPLY OF PADDY AND RICE TO TRAVANCORE 
PALACE (EXTINGUISHMENT OF RIGHTS AND 

LIABILITIES ) ACT, 1976 


An Act to provide for the extinguishment of the rights and liabililies in respect of four 

thousand paras of paddy, one hundred and ten paras of Njavara rice and one 
and a half paras of Oora rice to the Travancore Palace. 

Preamble .- WHEREAS in Order G5-18313 /49/CS dated 12-12-1949 ) 
he former Government of Travancore-Cochin had ordered that a quantity 
of four thousand paras of paddy, one hundred and ten paras of Njavara rice 
and one and a half paras of Oora rice would be supplied to the Travancore 
Palace annually for the use of the former Maharaja of Travancore and the 
Palace in view of the Kandukrishi lands having been surrendered to 
Government; 

AND WHEREAS for giving effect to the policy of the State towarıls 
securing the principles specified in clauses (b ) and (c) of article 39 of the 
Constitution of India , it is necessary to provide for the extinguishment of the 
rights and liabilities in respect of the said paddy and rice ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -seventh Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be called thc Supply 
of Paddy and Rice to Travancore Palace (Extinguishment of Rights and 
Liabilities) Act, 1976 . 

( 2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 2001 day of 
April , 1972. 

2. Extinguishment of right of supply of paddy and rice.- Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any other law for the time being in force, or in any 
contract or other document, with effect on and from the commencement of 
this Act, all rights, liabilities and obligations in respect of the four thousand 
paras of paddy, one hundred and ten paras of Njavara rice and one and a 
halfparas of Oora rice supplied annually by the Government to the Travancore 
Palace for use of the former Maharaja of Travancore and the Palace, in 
pursuance of the Order of the former Government of Travancore -Cochin 
No.G5-18313/49/CS dated the 12th December, 1949 , shall stand extinguish 
ed , and accordingly no paddy or rice in pursuance of the said Order shall be 
supplied to the Travancore Palace . 

3. No compensation to be payable. - Notwi!lstanding anything contained 
in any law for the time being in force, or in any contract or other document,no 
compensation shall be payable to the former Maharaja of Travancore or the 
Travancore Palace for the extinguishment by section 2, of the rights in respect 
of the paddy and rice mentioned in that scction .

The Government ofKerala hereby make the following further amendment 
to the Kerala Government Medical Institutions — Admission and Levy of 
Fees Rules revised and re -issued under G.O.(P ) 440/64/HLD ., dated 24-6-1964 
and published in the Kerala Gazette No. 48 dated 8-12-1964, namely : 


AMENDMENT 


In the said Rules, for the existing rule 9A , the following rule shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ 9A . Charges for Pizhichil , Njavarakizhi, etc., treatment under Ayurveda.- 
Pizhichil , Njavarakizhi, etc., in Government Hospitals will be free for all 
patients with an income of Rs. 300 per month or less. Patients whose income 
is more than Rs. 300 per month irrespective of limit will be charged at the 
following rates for each treatment:
